Secretary of the 
Street Pavintj Com- 
ruittee. at the last 
meeting of Council, 
said that he, or his 
Committee, felt that 
The Ledger and 
The Rulletin had 
charged an "exorbi- 
tant" price for j)ririt- 
ing the voluminous 
Street Paving Ordi- 
nance — that the 
same work was done 
atAshland,or Hunt- 
ington, or somewhere, for about ^^-to or >>i'>0, 
or words to that etfect. This, very naturally, 
would lead the public to believe that both the 
Maysville ]>apers were ''grafters,'* whether the 
speaker intended to convey such meaning or 
not. 

I have hael some little practical experience in 
printing. coverin<r a period of more than titty 
years, and promptly tt)ok exception to the gen- 
tlemin's statement. Not content to rely upon 
my own judgment, however, as to the utter ab* 
surdity of the claim that ''the same work,'' or 
anything akin to it, had been done by papers 
elsewhere for *4<'. or ^iW'. or any likt* sum. I 
wrote to Colonel (iKnuiiK V. Fkiki.. Kditor and 
Manager of The Ashland indepeudeut, which 
printed the Street Paving Ordinances for that 
city, telling him of Councilman Dodson's alle* 
gation as to coet;' and hwe'e his reply —

-Dear Sir: In 
tefly to your (avor of the l'>th iant. allow us to say that 
oar advertising against the city nt Ashland for the month 
of March amounted to ovy $300. /( wat all charged up 
ai rate of 25 cente per <neA per inttrtUm, and ett in 
8-point maehine type. 

They only run the ordinance! one time here, and this 
probably accounts for the supposedly low rate.

For the benefit of Mr. Dodson, and all who 
care to possess techniral knowledge along that 
line, I will explain that the ordinance as pii}»- 
lished in Tui:: Lku(<kk and The Kvuning Bul- 
letin was set in 6-point type leaded, 9 lines to 
the inch. It made a total of 144 inches, and' 
was j>rinte>/ n timt-s. making in the aggregate 
864 inches, which was charged at 25 cents per 
inch %-2\i'K 



In Ashland, the ordinances wwe Mt in 8* 

point type leaded, 7 lines making a|t inch, and 
they were j>n/ifeil onhj I time. 

Now, with the gain of •! lines on every inch, 
as shown above, if the Maysville ordinani e li.id 
been set in iS-point type as was used iu A^hlaud, 
there would have been an increase of 41m inches 
in length, and the oust for printing it tt times 
would have been $i?77.('>S, or l?01.f>S more than 
TiiK Lkdoer and The Bulletin each "exorbitoii" 
from the taxpayers of Maysville, as alleged by 
Mr. Dodson. 

It is sim})le truth to tell that I myself sug- 
gested that the Maysville ordinance be set in 
0<point leaded, for the reason, first, to make it 
easily read, and, secondly, to prevent it from 
stretching out over nearly two pages of the pa- 
per and entailing unnecessary cost on the city. 

Nor has it bo»«n co!isidered that both Mays- 
ville j>apers were oliliged to issue supplements 
on each of the six days on which the ordinance 
appeared, thus necessitating considerable extra 
expense to them. 

From all of which it would seem that the 
Secretary of the Street Paving Committee 
sliouUl be fortified with facts and not again let 
his voic<' otT at half cock, and that he owes 
it to the local newspapers, no less than to him- 
self, to make a correction of his statement as 
publicly as he made his accusation. 



After the above was put in type the follow* 
ing was received —

ye!*terda> , averse to personal controversy, but 1 (eel that 
the aforesaid editorial did me an injottict in aceoiing 
me of throwing gralt iu your teeth. 

My statement in Ooancil did not implj ttiat the oewa- 
papers had worked a graft, and I think 700 will -find 
there is a Tast amount of difference between the word 
"graft," as it i^ usually accepted, and the word "exorbi- 
tant," even in its broadest sense. 

I wish to 8tHte plainly that I never once thought of ac« 
cusing you or any one else of "graft," and am very sorry 
that vou so took it. My motion in the City Council was 
"that the Street Paving Committee thought they had 
been charged an exorbitant price for the printing of the 
Street Paving Ordinance in the newspapers, I therefore 
move that in the future all public printing that is paid 
for out of the putilic fund be given to the lowest and best 
bidder," and I do not think that such a motion should 
have called forth such a tirade as you have heaped on us. 

The City Council had established a precedent in the re- 
fandiog of licenses, and Mr. Obrsch made the motion 
to refund the license, to which Mr. Lf.r added an amend- 
ment that after all the expense the city had been put to, 
such an H|)ci'irtl police, clertning up the streets, Ac, had 
been paid, then the lidlaiice to he refunded, and the gen- 
tlemen who vave the street fair paid these expenses, even 
to the extra police on circus day; and I would remind you 
that always heretofore the city has been oat Just the 
amount that this extra expense entailed. 

Trusting that this controversy is at an end, and that 
neither one of us will have OOCaiion to refer to it again, 
1 am, very respectiully, Dr. J. A. DuDSON. 

[Mr. DoDSOM having disclaimed any intent 
of charging the newspapers with "graft," from 
the letter uf Colonel Friel, and the facts set 
forth in the first part of this article, it strikes 
me that it is now in order for liini to get right 
stpiare on top of tlio water tank anil to with- 
draw his assertion that they have charged an 
^'exorbitant" price for their work, or even 
charged as much as would have been charged 
elsewhere. When Mr. Dodson does this sim- 
ple act of justice, this "controversy" may be 
"at an end." — Ed. Lkuoer.]
